is ignorant. 
There is an arrogance 


of experience as well as an arrogance 
of learning, and neither Is an antidote 
for tne other. 
There is need of mu- 


tual modesty and mutual respect. 


Besides, is It is not precisely this 


"college nonsense" that we need more 
of In the world? The collegian Is an 
idealist, but it is for lack of ideals that 
we are suffering. 
He has not yet dis- 


covered that the purification of poH- 
tlcs IB an iridescent dream, but we need 
men to whom that dream is a reality. 
He imagines that a profession IE some- 
thing different from a business, but it 
is precisely the 
commercialization of 


the professions that is spoiling them. 
He wastes some time reading books 
that he might use. in-reading the news- 
papers or in "standing In with the 
push," but it is precisely because men 
read nothing but newspapers that we 
are led Into BO many rash experiments 
•which, the experience of the world, as 
recorded in books, shows to be fore- 
doomed failures, and it is precisely be- 
cause tbere is so much "standing in" 
that there Is any vicious "push" to 
stand in with.

colleges or

There 


can hardly be any breach of authority 
where all the authority Is-in one man's 
hands. 
The situation 
probablj- 


that the civil and military aspects of 
the case have been separated. 
As a 


military question General Otis insists 
on unconditional surrender, the only 
possible condition. 
As commanding 


general he can not discuss even pri- 
vately, any other conditions. In the ab- 
sence of an acceptance of this impera- 
tive one. 
As a civil and 
unofficial 


question, on the other hand, the entire 
situation Is open for discussion be- 
tween the insurgent envoys, as repre- 
sentative Filipinos, and our civilian 
commissioners.

THE ORRAT RAISIN CENTER. 
Fresno county is famed for the pro- 


duets of its orchards and vineyards, 
chief among which is the raisin. 
The 


raisin proper is the sun-dried muscat 
grape, which is one of the most luclous 
and thin-skinned of all grapes. 
Be- 


sides the muscat, the Zante currant, 
sultana and Thompson seedless, are 
the principal crapes grown for raisin 
purpose*, and Fresno county Is their 
natural home, as it \s peculiarly adapt- 
ed from the nature of the soil, climatic 
and other conditions, for their growth, 
as they mature in this locality earlier 
than in any other section of the state. 


PROFIT FOR THE GROWER. 


It might be stated conservatively, on 


an average Fresno county 
produces 


from three-fourths of a ton to a ton 
and a half of raisins to the acrp, which. 
In addition to the grapes raised on,the 
same land, nets the raisin grower a 
profit or from $20 to $40 per acre. 
The 


bulk of the raisins produced in this 
county seek market's in the East. For- 
merly they had severe competition tfr 
contend with from foreign products, 
but as there Is a heavy duty on the 
foreign commodity, our

two years ago a plant was built In 
Fresno for the purpose of extracting 
the seed from the raisin, and so pop- 
ular dia the seeded raisin become with 
the housewife that there are now six 
larpe seeded raisin'plants in operation 
in this county, besides a dozen or more 
large packing houses. 


"WINE AND BRANDT. 


This county is also famous as one of 


the best places on the continent for the 
growth of sweet wine grapes. 
There 


are nt present twelve large wineries 
in tho county, producing and shipping 
annually wine to the value of $1,000,000 
and in the neighborhood

$250,000 


worth of brandy. 
These wines, par-

The law requires the clerical
